Machines quickly convertible by means of inserts enabling Tubular or Flat Braid 
to be produced. 

Driving benches have Machine Cut Gears and Automatic drive dis-engagement 
should a machine become locked for any reason, e.g. Operator allowing a tool or 
Bobbin, etc., to fall among the spindles. 

Drive Benches are machined true and Bench Brackets are machined ensuring correct 
alignment for Braiding Machines. 
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Boot Laces, Corset Laces, Lingerie Braids, Elastic Braids, Trimmings, etc.

In the Crowther braiding machine all the proved advantages of the 
Continental Type machine are embodied together with many valuable 
improvements. 


All the usual sizes of Textile Braiding Machines are supplied of which the 
following is an indication. 


Spindles are carried on the revolving Horn Gears and are merely trans- 
ported from one Horn Gear to another (as illustration) whereas on other 
machines the spindle is supported on the stationary Guide Plates and 
considerable wear to both Guide Plates and Spindle results. 


Power requirements for driving are reduced and length of life is improved 
whilst the speed of operation is limited only by the functioning of the 
component parts of the spindles fitted. 
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
